New Left lauds Palestinian commandos

NEW YORK (AP) Move over Che 
Guevara and Mao Tse-tung and make 
room for the Palestinian commandos, the 
new heroes of the radical left 

rhe kind of adulation that young leftists 
once reserved for Che, seen as a martyr 
leading a guerrilla band through the 
jungies of Bolivia, is today evoked for ‘he 
Arab commandos 

New Leftist and Black Panther, white 
radical and black who often disagree on 
sther issues, find common cause in the 
commandos’ struggle against Israel 

Radical groups picture the Palestinians 
as innocent victims left homeless by 
Western Imperialism, and depict Israel as 
a “racist, Zionist state.” 

These groups say it is not a question of 
being anti-Jewish. It is a case, they claim, 
of choosing sides between Israel a state 
they see as carved out by the Western 
nations and owing its existence mainly to 
the United States and, on the other 
hand, the nearly 1% million Palestiniar 
refugees seeking a homeland 

Arab countries have become a mecca for 
some radicals. They turn up there as 
fugitives from the United States or as 
political tourists 

Black Panther leader Eldridge Cleaver, a 
fugitive, lives in Algeria, where the 
Panthers have an office. 

Recent arrivals there were Dr. Timothy 
Leary, who escaped from a California 
prison where he was serving 4 term on 
drug charges, his wife, Rosemary, and 
Jennifer Dohrn, sister of fugitive 
Weatherman leader Bernardine Dohrn, 
who is on the FBI’s most wanted list. 

Some sources said the Learys and Miss 
Dohrn were touring the Middle East as 
guests of Al Fatah, the largest of the 
Palestinian commando groups, but an Al 
Fatah spokesman denied this The 
Lebanese government expelled Leary, and 
it was expected he would return to 
Algeria from Beruit. 

Radical literature depicts the guerrillas 
as freedom-loving revolutionaries seeking 


a return to their land and dedicated to 
bringing a just peace to the Middle East. 
This claim runs through the radical 
rhetoric and is piped to the American 
underground press through Liberation 
News Service, which has two 
correspondents reporting from the Middle 
Fast 

The March 1970 issue of “Militant,” the 
publication of the Young Socialist 
Alliance, had this to say following an 
explosion aboard a Swissair jet 

‘The truth, though, is that if in fact a 
Palestinian individual or organization had 
anything to do with the crash of the 
Swissair liner, the 47 people who died 
were as much victims of imperialism 
as.. the 400 Vietnamese men, women 
and children of Son My and the six 
million Jews of central and eastern 
Europe.” 

Observers of the radical scene see it as 
only natural that the New Left and the 
Panthers sympathize with and glamorize 
the commandos 

“The commandos satisfy the three 
qualifications for New Left heroes,” says 
j. Kirk Sale, who is writing a history of 
the SDS (Students for a Democratic 
Society ). 

“They are fighting against capitalism, 
that is Israel. They are doing it with guns, 
and they are part of the Third World. 

“There is a self-identification with the 
commandos. The radical left see 
themselves coming to power 4s urban 
street fighters, carrying guns like the 
commandos.” 

Some of the radicals who sympathize 
with the commandos are Jewish, although 
other Jewish radicals support Israel 

Fred Cohn is 30, Jewish, is a lawyer 
whose law group’s clients include the 
Black Panthers on trial for conspiring to 
bomb buildings in New York. 

“Israel is a Socialist state and has a lot 
of good things in it. Yet, they resort to 
some of the same tactics the Nazis used,” 
he said referring to the taking of Arab 
hostages to retaliate for the detention of 
the hijacked passengers. 


“The Arab governments are totally 


corrupt. But the Palestinians are 
becoming a true revolutionary force. 
They are the only tool for social change 
in the Mideast.” 

Cohn sees no contradiction between his 
being Jewish and his position in the 
Mideast, which he terms a purely political 


stance. 

Another Jew, Sharon Rose, wrote in the 
June 1970 issue of “Win,” a radical 
publication 

“The revolution will come to Israel. 


There are indications that some left-wing 
Israelis have learned that they must help 
build it. The Palestinian Arabs will gain 
self-determination despite the best efforts 
of the present regimes of the Arab states 
and their American oil company 


supporters.” 






SSC JOINS NINOS 
BREAKFAST 
EFFORT

While most Sacramento State 
College students are hurriedly 
finishing their breakfast before 
embarking for school, others will 
be serving breakfast to children 
who normally do not get the 
chance to eat. 

Under a joint effort by the 
Washington Community Council 
and a community involvemeat 
class at SSC, breakfast will be 
served daily at the Washington 
Center to schoo! children of the 
Washington and Dos Rios districts 
before they are bussed to school. 
The Breakfast for Ninos Program 
grew from an idea of a group of 
Mexican-Anericans who had been 
invited to help serve on the 
breakfast program sponsored by 
the Black Panthers. By

credit as an instructor of a class. and the 
teaching assistant receives the real class 
load.” 

Dr. Norman Roth, SSC academic 
vice-president, responded with the above 
comment about Orr’s remark. He also 
mentioned that SSC does anticipate visits 
from auditors from the department of 
finance in November. 

The state college investigation was 
touched off by the discovery that at least 
one teacher at California State College at 
Los Angeles had his classes taught by 
graduate students. This situation was 
found during a Finance Department audit 
of the college’s mathematics department. 
The inquiry was prompted by a tip from 
a teacher in the department. 

The Cal State exposure, according to 
Orr, showed that Dr. Ernest Eckert, head 
of the mathematics department, was 
being paid for teaching a class at Cal State 
that was held at the same time he was 
teaching at the University of Southern 
California. 

A preliminary audit showed that other 
teachers in the department were getting 
paid for classes also being taught by 
graduate assistants. The audit was 
therefore expanded to include all of the 
school’s faculty. A final report is due in 
December. 


NO COMPLAINTS AT SSC 


No forma! complaints from Sacramento 
State College students have been 
established according to Jim Holden, SSC 
ombudsman. 

Robert Donaldson, former ombudsman 
and present chairman of the history 
department added, ‘We're clear at this 
college as far as teaching assistants 
conducting classes goes. The 
PhD granting institutions tend to utilize 
the TA’s much more.” 

Stan Pretzer, SSC business manager, also 
confirmed Holden’s remark: “We've 
always felt SSC has been good in this 
respect."’ He continues, “We assume that 
Orr’s statement that SSC had past 
problems of this nature was not referring 
to the TA’s teaching classes but to some 
previous financial problems at SSC.” 

Orr sent the information on the Cal 
State probe to State College Chancellor 


Glenn D. Dumke and Attorney General 
Thomas C. Lynch 
Dumke issued his response to the 


situation on Oct. 20: “Il requested the 
president of California State College, 
L.A., to investigate and report on the 
alleged use of graduate assistants for 
full-time teaching responsibilities as soon 
as the matter was brought to my 
attention, early in July. Such a practice 
was in direct violation of systemwide 
policy.” 

“On receiving Orr’s report,” Dumke 
continued, ‘“‘l requested President 
Greenlee to take immediate remedial 
action to correct the situation. He 
complied with that request. I was notified 
by the president that the college stopped 
the use of graduate students for full-time 
teaching responsibilities, and, in 
consequence, had terminated the practice 
of awarding work-load credit to faculty 
members for supervising those graduate 
assistants. In addition, the president 
accepted the resignation of the 
mathematics department chairman.”

Governor Ronald Keagan declared at 4 
Los Angeles campaign that being paid for 
classes not taught “is a greater sin than 
the ordinary criminal activity.” 

Whether or not getting paid for classes is 
a greater wrong than ordinary criminal 
activity, SSC officials fecl that this 
college has not committed that “sin.” 
SSC President Bernard Hyink was 
unavailable for comment on the issue

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP)—The Lebanese government 
expelled Dr. Timothy Leary today and started him 
back to Algiers. 

Police picked up the American advocate of -LSD 
and marijuana along with his three companions and 
put them aboard a plane for Cairo. It was expected 
that they would be shuttled on to Algiers, which 
Leary left last week after the Algerian government 
refused to let him hold a news conference. 

Traveling with Leary were Jennifer Dohrn, sister 
of the fugitive Weatherman leader Bernardine Dohrn; 
Donald Cox, self-styled field marshal of the Black 
Panthers, and Martin E. Kenner, who says he is 
chairman of the Committee to Defend Black 
Panthers. 


WASHINGTON (AP) The Supreme Court has been 
asked to strike down a California law that voters must 
approve state-financed public housing projects to be 
constructed in their neighborhood.

Essential but missing” 
link chains SSC down

Industrial Education is the term which is generally used to group shop 


teachers in a common classification and includes them all—from, the 


very art-oriented industrial arts teacher to the industrial. vocational . 


teacher who may have just left his trade specialty. These teachers often _ 


are as different as night and day—but they do have a gommon’ , 
bond—they use tools and machines as part of their téaching 
paraphernalia. In spite of the teacher excess in many fields, there if a 
continuing shortage of qualified industrial education teachers. There is 


also a ready market for graduating technologists who have been trained 2 


in industrial education facilities in the state colleges. 

In a recent survey of industrial education teachers in the 15 counties 
surrounding Sacramento State College, 349 respondents provided the 
following data: 301 have Bachelor's degrees, but only five were earned, 
at Sacramento State. 117 have Master's degrees, but only 7 were éarned 
at Sacramento State. : 

Why the low number of Sacramento State graduates? Simply this— 
there is no industrial education program available for students at 
Sacramento State College. Further, Sacramento is the oldest state 
college without an industrial arts department. 


Additional Study Data 

Half of the teachers with master’s degrees would have earned them at 
Sacramento State if a program were available. Instead, they had to 
travel thousands of miles to Chico, San Jose, or Fresno to complete 
their studies. 

Many teachers who began their master’s program ai a distant college 
were soon discouraged by the travel time and cost, and deci¢ied to drop 
the program. t 

Eighty percent of all respondents indicated that industrial education 
classes conducted by Sacramento State College would be of benefit to 
them for degree, credential, pay increment, or professional growth. 

Eighty-seven percent of teachers said that teacher education schools 
should , provide training for both industrial arts (general education) 
and vocational industrial education( pre-employment education). 

In 1961 an attempt was made by SSC President Guy A. West to 
establish an industrial arts program. The request was sidetracked and no 
further attempts have been made. 

A seven-year study financed by the State College Board of Trustees 
gives little encouragement for an industrial arts/industrial technology 
program in northern California. Yet, a conclusion reached was as 
follows: “Industrial arts must be recognized as an appropriate as well as 
necessary part of the college curriculum.” 

Meanwhile, as Sacramento continues with nothing, Chico State is 
spending over $2,000,000 for a new industrial arts facility and Fresno 
State intends to spend $2,500,000 at the first opportunity. oe 

Twelve of 14 districts supervisors (86%) of industrial education ih the ‘ 
survey area indicated difficulty in finding qualified teachers for their 
programs. | 
Conclusion { 

A foot-high stack of questionnaires leave no dout}t as to the need for 
an industrial education/industrial techology program at Sacramento , 
State College. Such a program would enhance the college and round ott 
the many vocational and teacher education programs already available. 
The program is needed. The program is relevant. The program is 
missing.

Avant-garde 
zz and black nationalism (within 
he ranks of the musicians) are 
en as being interd:pendent. The 
remise then is the music was 
reated by blacks. Whites with 
much less talent began to imitate 
nd make money from this black 
reation. Black musicians reacted 
y becoming more innovative in 
heir music as they sought to 
reate something that the white 
an couldn't play. 

A This explanation is, of course, a 
ross oversimplification, but 
ould give some idea of what 
ofsky is saying. This music was 
oundly denounced by white 
ritics as being “anti-jazz."’ Wha 
hese critics failed to understand, 
ofsky implies, is that avant-garde 
z was a Significant extension of 
he original creation. This was a 
ew music that the white critics 
ould not understand and the 
hite musicians could not play. 
e€ musi¢ was not anti-jazz but 
nti-white anti-white in that it 
jected white exploitation and 
ppression, This music, then, was 
n expression of the black 
ationalism that had been

Black Nationalism has been 
much more widely expressed in 
popular black music for the 
simple reason that it reaches more 
people. Of course, as Kofsky 
states, the oppressive actions of 
the white club owners has hardly 
enhanced the dissemination of 
jazz, but white pecple haven't 
done much to enhance the 
popularity of james Brown either. 

All black creation is an 
expression of the artist's 
experience. Now, that Black 
Nationalism permeates the ghetto, 
it is seen in all black creation. The 
“new jazz” is simply a part of the 
new feeling that exists in the 
black community because of 
Black Nationalism. 

I personally feel that the greatest 
musical expression of this 
nationalistic feeling is seen today 
in Aretha Franklin. Her music ts 4 
bringing together of all phases of 
black music gospel, soul, and 
jazz

Despite some reservations about 
the book, | must conclude that 
Black Nationalism and Revolution 
in Music is an extremely 
important work. First, because it 
is a study of jazz and good books 
on jazz are rare. Kofsky’s 
knowledge as a jazz critic and his 
personal friendships with jazz 
musicians gives him an insight to 
their creations which cannot be 
questioned. Second, because there 
is an extensive interview with 
John Coltrane which makes up 
one chapter of the book. Kofsky 
shows a human side of this man 
which will surprise many.
